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The Pass of Brander is the name applied to a narrow 
reach of Loch Awe. This passage finally resolves itself 
into the River Awe, a water connection, although not 
navigable, being thereby made with Loch Etive an 1 the 
open sea. The water is hemmed in by lofty mountains, 
chief of which is Ben Cruachan, 3,689 feet.
